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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9 and 23-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The organic electroluminescence device as recited in the claims of the instant 
invention fail to be taught by the prior art cited of interest. Yamauchi shows a thin film 
transistor (TFT) coupled to an organic electroluminescence (OELD) but fails to teach 
the specific characteristic of the structure recited in the claims of the instant invention 
e.g. a refractory metal laminated on the source region or on the drain region of the TFT 
and vertically connected to the anode layer of the OELD. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
